Tet I had no part in 
the absurd schemes and foolish theories by whi ch many of 
my comrades helped to bring the cause of public liberty 
to wreck. Fresh from the experience of Paris, I went to 
the revolted Grand Duchy of Baden, whence the Grand 
Duke bad fled by night, sitting upon a gun-carriage.

of Rastadt. My regiment, which had been chiefly c 
posed of the inhabitants of Mannheim, disbanded itself 
* on our departure from that town, and I had nothing to do 
in Rastadt but make myself generally useful, until, when 
I was at the gate departing from the fortress, I was 
detained by the soldiers, and appointed by them chief of 
the general staff; which position burdened me with the 
defence of the place against the Prussians. To a public, 
fresh from l eading about Sebastopol, I shall say nothing 
of our lit lie siege of Rastadt. We made sallies, and 
endured bombardments; but it was unreasonable tbat 
six thousand men should be left to their fate, without pro- 
per provisions, in an unfinished fortress, for the defence of 
which even twenty thousand would not have been force 
enough. Our little army was, moreover, disorganized, and 
the relief promised us in a fortnight, was thought about 
no more. We did all that was possible; and, after a 
siege of four weeks, when the commander-iu-chiet of the 

Prussians, General Count G-, summoned the fortress 

to surrender, and assured us that our case was hopeless, 
for that there was no sign whatever of an effort for our 
rescue, we asked leave, before giving him an answer, to 
send out beyond his lines persons who might see what 
hope the garrison could think itself entitled to maintain. ] 
This leave was given, and I went, accompanied by a 

Prussian officer, Count S-, and an old woman of a 

major of our own. We travelled through Baden to Con¬ 
stance, and assured ourselves that the garrison of Rastadt 
had been, a fortnight ago, left to its fate by the revolu¬ 
tionary army. The garrison, therefore, empowered me, 
after my return, to surrender on the best conditions I 
could get; but on some conditions, be they what they 
might, to surrender before nightfall. Many of the sol¬ 
diers had become as unruly and as selfish as the meaner 
sort of men become on a sinking ship. The stores bad 
been all day ravaged by plundei ers. At night, nobody 
could say whether, by some desperate wretch the Prus¬ 
sians might not be let in, and the defenders of the fortress 
treated, not as tbe garrison pf a surrendered town, but of 
a town taken by storm. All lost by this. 1 he Prussian I 
General had not been unwilling to accede to my sugges¬ 
tion that we should negotiate for our capitulation with 
the Grand Duke of Baden, a more merciful man than the 
Prince of Prussia was supposed to be. The necessity for 
an immediate surrender made the surrender almost uncon¬ 
ditional. Some favourable points were, however, con¬ 
ceded in the few conditions written by the General Count 

G-himself; namely, that we should be treated as 

prisoners of war ; that martial law should not be used 
against us; and that «• only a few of the ringleaders should 
te submitted to au examination.” The general promised 
to use his personal influence with the grand duke, in a 
way favourable to the garrison, and said he would remem¬ 
ber me especially, if I caused the surrender to be effected 
throughout, without conflict or disturbance. In all that 
he said, and afterwards in all that he did,I believe Count 
(j__ meant well, and felt well, as an honest gentleman. 

All having been arranged, the general, after he had 
written down the terms of the capitulation, rode away, as 
I was told, to the Prince of Prussia. He did not return; 
but there came, instead of him, a major of his staff, who 
said that he had powers to sign on his behalf. Knowing 
that there was much work to be done by a commander 
who bad to organize among troops widely scattered, the 
prompt occupation of a town, I did not mistrust this sub¬ 
stitution. Now, I believe, that it was meant to save the 
general from pledging his name to promises which it was 
thought inconvenient to fulfil. In the afternoon, there- 
fore °we marched out to lay down our arms. Means of 
escape were offered to me by a friendly family. But 
flight at such a moment would of course have been an 
act of baseness. Yet, had I fled, I might have been fit

Rev. Mr. Spurgeon has been daguerreotyped by 
a graphic writer in the (London) Daily Nevjs. The 
writer, after referring to the immense crowd now attend 
ing this gentleman's ministrations in Exeter-hall, says 
A short, squarely-built man, with pierciDg eyes, with 
thick black hair parted down the middle, with n sallow 
countenance only redeemed from heaviness by the restless-1 
ness of the eyes, advances along tbe platform towards the 
seat of honour. A cataract of short coughs, indicative 
of the relief afforded to the ill-repre§sed impatience of the 
assembly, announces to the straDger tbat the business of 
tbe evening is commenced. He will be told with a cer-1 
tain degree of awe by those whom he asks for information 
that the person just arrived is the Rev. 0. H. Spurgeon. 
He will perhaps hear, in addition to this, that Mr. Spur¬ 
geon is beyond all question the most popular preacher in 
London ; that he is obliged to leave off preaching in the 
evening at his chapel in New Park street, Southwark, on 
account of the want of room to accommodate more than 
a mere fraction of the thousands who flock to hear him ; 
that Exeter-hall lias been taken for tbe purpose of dimin¬ 
ishing in a slight degree the disappointment experienced ; 
but that nothing will be done to afford effectual relief 
until the new chapel which is in contemplation is built, 1 
and which is intended to hold 15,000 persons. 

The service commences with a hymn, read first through¬ 
out by the minister, and then sung by the congregation. 
The effect of the multitude of voices singing in unison is 
very fine. The minister then reads a chapter, accompany¬ 
ing the reading with expositions remarkable only for the 
decisive tone in which"they are delivered, and a strange 
want of comprehension of those elements of archeological 
knowledge which are as necessary in the study of the 
Bible as in that of any other Oriental book. A hymn 
and prayer follow, and then comes the sermon, in which 
those peculiarities which have made Mr. Spurgeon famous 
come out. in full force. 

The first thing which strikes the spectator is the way 
in which the speaker makes himself at home with his con¬ 
gregation. He is “hail fellow well met” with them 
directly. He addresses questions to them, he answers 
these questions funnily, and he contrives to let his hearers 
feel how much wiser they are to be sitting there than 
anywhere else. No phrase is too homely for him, no 
allusion too absurd. He compliments their understand¬ 
ing, at the same time that he tells them he is not going to 
overtax it. Everything tbat he says is to be so plain that 
those who run may read. “ I like to preach so that there 
shall be no mistake about it 1 ” he tells them in so many 
words. He likes to use the plainest of words too. 

« There are some ministers who aremealy-monthed, afraid 
to speak out. These,” he tells them, “ are Beau Brum- 
mell ministers.” In order to explain this allusion he relates 
the old story of Bvummell confessing to having once eaten 
a pea when taxed with eating vegetables. A tumult of 
laughter follows this very novel story. He is not at all' 
averse to press a pun into his service. “ A man,” he says, 
“ sits down in self sufficiency, thinking I can ‘ do all that.’ 
0h, blessed day, when God directs his shots against that. 

T know I hugged that old idea a long time, with my ‘ cans,’ I 
cans,’ ‘ cans,’ but I found my ‘ cans ’ would hold no 
water, and suffered all I put in to run out.” We have 
already spoken of the free and easy way in which he 
alludes to ministers of other denominations and other 
shades of belief than his own. He does not always con¬ 
tent himself with a sneer. He represents thesoul of one 
of the damned coming up from the pit and appearing to 
a minister on his death-bed, saying to him, “ I came to 
thee often trembling on account of my sin, I asked thee 
the road to heaven, and thou didst say, ‘ Do such and such 
good works,’ and I did them and I am damned." Then 
follow others, aud then the minister dies and “ hears his 
parish come howling after him into hell.” The ministers 
who are such especial objects of Mr. Spurgeon’s aversion, 
and whom he impales so ferociously for his own self-glori¬ 
fication and the amusement of his congregation, are those, 
be it understood, who refuse to preach the extreme Cal¬ 
vinism in which he delights, for the simple reason that 
they cannot interpret the Holy Scriptures as he interprets 
them. For this they are called uutaithful, and sentenced 
to be howled after into hell by the souls which they have 
ruined. It is not our purpose here to enter into a theolo¬ 
gical controveisy on the peculiar merits of Calvinism or 
Arminianism, but we have surely a right to demand that, 
when the former doctrine is preached, it should be-done 
with some regard to public decency. Mr. Spurgeon’s 
hearers may have become accustomed to that gentle¬ 
man’s mode of enforcing his doctrines, but no one who 
has not undergone the discipline in which they have 
exercised can listen without a shudder to such phrases as 
“ Christ never intended to save the damned.” Surely the 
decency cf religious worship is violated by such sentences 
as these:

He paid the most 
sedulous attention to his printing office, carried on an ex¬ 
tensive correspondence with the literati of Europe, ex¬ 
plained the classics to a numerous auditory of students, 
and also found time to compose various works which are 
characterized by profound learning If not tbe first who 
set up a Greek press, there is no doubt that he evinced 
great zeal in re-establishing the Btudy of this language, by 
the number and variety of the Greek authors which he 
gave to the public. Conscious that his single labours 
were inadequate to the diffusion of literature, he assembled 
around him a circle of the most learned men of the age, 
formed them into a society, which he called Aldi Neacade- 
mia, which rendered the most essential services to the in¬ 
terests of literature. Peter Alcyonius, Marcus Mnsurus, 
Demetrius Obalcondylus, and Alexander Bondinus, driven 
from their own country, found refuge with Aldus, and con¬ 
tributed essentially to the correctness of the editions of 
his classical works. Aldas was deservedly ennobled, as 
were others of this profession. Philip de Lignamine was 
of the equestrian order, and the favorite and confidential 
friend of the Pope—Nicholas Jansen was made count- 
palatine of the Rhine—Sixtus Russenger was ennobled by 
Ferdinand, king of Naples—John Mentiiiuswas ennobled 
by the emperor, Frederic III.—John Gutenberg, alsp,the 
original inventor of the art, was ennobled by Archbishop 
Adolphus, the elector of Mentz.

mgent necessity ; it is cruel to do so. To prove this, 
... have only to notice how fretful and unhappy a child 
is when waked up before the nap is oat. Second, if the 
brain is nourished during deep, it must have vigour in 
the morning ; hence the morning is the best time for 
study, for then the brain has most strength, most activity 
and must work more clearly. Is is “ the midnight lamp” 
which floods the world with sickly sentimentalities, with 
false morals, with ricketty theology. 

-Characters in Writing.— 1 The characters of writ¬ 
ing have followed the genius of the barbarous ages ; they 
are well or ill formed, iu proportion as the sciences have 
flourished more or less. Antiquaries remark, that the 
medals struck during the consulship of Fabius Pictor, 
260 years before Augustus, have the letters better formed 
than those of the older date. Those of the time of 
Augustus, and the following age, show characters of per¬ 
fect beauty. Those of Diocletian and Maximiam are 
worse formed than those of the Antonines j and again, 
those of the Justins and Justinians degenerate into a 
Gothic taste. But it is not to medals only that these re¬ 
marks are applicable ; we see the same inferiority of writ¬ 
ten characters generally following in the train of barbar¬ 
ism and ignorance. During the first race of our kings, 
we find no writing which is not a mixture of Roman aud 
other characters. Under the empire of Charlemage and 
of Louis le Debonnaire, the characters returned almost to 
the same point of perfection which characterized them ’ 
the time of Augustus, but in the following age there w 
a relapse to the former barberism"; so that for four 
five centuries we find only the Gothic characters in man 
scripts; for it is not worth while making an exception for 
short periods which were somewhat more polished, and 
when there was less inelegance in the formation of the 
letters.— Melange, d’Bistoire et de Litteraiure. 

- Insane Treatment op the Insane. —Until seventy 

years ago, no improvement had been made anywhere, or 
of any kind, in the management of lunatics for fifteen 
centuries or more. It is not simply that they were ne¬ 
glected. Whereas now, whenever perfect non-restraint 
is admitted, the theory of treatment is the constant exer¬ 
cise of soothing influences by the sane, and incessant | 
kindness, the old theory was based entirely on faith in 
controlling influence ol’ fear. Dr. Cullen, who was in 
country the first physician of his time, laid it down 
principle that lunacy was to be subdued by fear. Physi¬ 
cians having charge of lunatics employed their brains 
the invention of ingenious terrors. Tbe lunatics w< 
chained in dark cells, visited by keepers whip in hand, 
attended even sometimes, as at tbe Bicetre, by 
dogs. They were lashed ; and they were half drowrn 
the “ baths of surprise,” which belonged to the economy 
of nearly every asylum. Tbe bath Of surprise was under 
a trap-door, which suddenly gave way under the pi 
aB he walked across it. Iu some asylums ou tlie < 
nent, lunatics were chained in a well, so managed that the 
water slowly rose higher and higher, oreeping towards 
their mouths, and threatening ere long to drown them. 
Another invented the whirling chair, which was intro¬ 
duced into numerous asylums, upon which madmen were 
set revolving iu a circle at a frightful speed to the serious 
disturbance of the functions of their bodies; and it was 
recommended by a grave authority that the patients: 
should be whirled in a dark cell, and at the same tijpe 
beset with horrid noises, and surprised with horrid smells 
that every sense might be assailed at tbe same time. 
There were German physicians wishing for machinery 
“ by which a patient, arriving at an asylum, and after 
b ling drawn with frightful clangour over a metal bridge 
across a moat, could be suddenly raised to the top of a 
tower, and bb suddenly lowered into a dark and subter- 
irenean cavern; and they avowed that if the patient 
onold be made to alight among snakes and serpents it

But the most striking feature of Mr. -Spurgeon’s preacb- 
._gs is the strong dramatic element which is so prominent. 
He is never so happy as when he can dramatize a story 
or some imaginary incident for the benefit of his hearers. 
On these occasions he walks up and down the platform, 
throws himself into various attitudes, gesticulates, varies 
his voice, and roars, bellows, or whines, as the case may 
demand. For instance, he may be talkmg of Adam’s 
fall and the redemption of Adam’s descendants, and he 
will fix his tyes earnestly either on the ceiling or a remote 
corner of the hall, and call out suddenly, in a loud com¬ 
manding voice— 

“ Adam, where art thou? I have a controversy with 
thee, man ! Now, Adam, wbat hast thou lost for me? ” 

Then looking round rather knowingly upon the congre¬ 
gation, he continues— 

“ Oh,” answers Adam, “ I have lost my crown.” 

Here follows a long speech from Adam, in which he ex- 
plains the glories of the crown he had lost. Let us nave 

Ul “ Ah 7 Adam, thou bast lost me my crown, hast thou ? 
Never mind, Adam; Christ puts a crown ou my head, &c. 

Adam next confesses to have lost his mitre, Paradise, 
and the image of God, enlarging at each answer on the 
merits of each. To all these confessions Mr. Spurgeon 
answers jovially, with a kind of rollicking joy that is 
difficult to describe. ....... 

Or he will be talkmg about death, and will interrupt 
himself with a start and au exclamation— 

“ Death I I see him there—Oh, death I—Ob, foolish 
Death. Thy casket is broken,” &c. 


THE EARLY PRINTERS. 


Learned themselves, and engaged in printing from 
aueient and classical manuscripts, they were naturally the 
associates of the first literary characters of the time—in¬ 
deed, Id the infancy of printing, and long afterwards, the 
occupation was considered highly honourable, and was 
only undertaken by well-educated persons. It became the 
glory of the learned to be known as correctors of the press 
to literary printers—physicians, lawyers, bishops, and even 
popes themselves, occupied this department; their names 
were mentioned on the copies as correctors of the press, 
and the editions were valued accordingly. 

When Sweynheim and Pannartz were invited tosetupa 
press at Rome, they were encouraged by all the men of 
letters there, and the Pope himself visited their printing- 
house, aud examined with admiration every branch of the 
Dew art. The bishop of Aleria. furnished them with the 
most valuable manuscripts out of the Vatican and other 
libraries, and also prepared the copy, corrected tbe proofs, 
and prefixed dedications and prefaces to their works— 
Peter Cenini of Florence invariably compared and cor¬ 
rected his editions of the Classics with the most ancient 
manuscripts. The Archbishop of Tours, in 1496, estab¬ 
lished the first press in his own palace at Tours. The 
Spiras, 1469, at Venice, surpassed all other printers in the 
beauty and symmetry of their types and the elegance of 
their impressions, which render their editions admired and 
esteemed. For correctors they had two of the most learned 
men of their age—Christopher Berardua of Pesauro, and

-Peter the Great an Editor. —The first Russian 

newspaper was published in 1703, and Peter the Great 
was its senior editor. The Imperial Autocrat not only 
took part personally in its editorial composition, but in 
correcting proofs, as appears from sheets still in existence, 

— which are marks and alterations in his own hand. 

- Tmi Cotton Crop in Algeria. — The McmUeur pub- 

fishes a decree, founded on a report from the Minister of 
War, modifying previous decrees for the encouraging of 
colonization in Algeria, and ordering that until the year 
1869, the state shall purchase on its account, the cotton 
grown by planters in Algeria, at a price to be fixed on 
beforehand each year, according to the kind and quality 
of the article produced. 

-Obigines.—P aulus Jovius is the first who has in¬ 
troduced mottoes: Dorat the first who brought anagrams 
into fashion. Rabelais is the first who has written satires 
in French prose: Etienne Jodelle the first who introduced 
tragedies into France. The Cardinal of Ferrara, arch¬ 
bishop of Lyons, is the first person who had a tragi¬ 
comedy performed on the stage by Italian comedians. 

The first sonnet which appeared in French, is attributed 
to Jodelle. 

-Poets and the Pot-Houses.— “ I was amused,’ 
says the biographer of Montgomery, “ with the poet’: 
statement to the effect that the house in which Moore wa 
born is now a whiskey-shop; that Burns’s native cottage 
is a public house ; Shelly’s house at Great Marlow, a beer- 
shop ; tbe spot where Scott was born occupied by a build-1 
ing used for a similar purpose ; and even Coleridge’s resi¬ 
dence at Nether Stowey, the very house in which the poet 
composed the sweet 1 Ode to the Nightingale,’ is now an 
ordinary beer-house.” 

- Autographs. —At a sale of autographs, which 

lately took place iu London, there were a series of 44 
letters of the poet Cowper, of which number 21 wore un¬ 
published, being part of the correspondence of the poet 
with his cherished friend, Mr. Samuel Rose. These inter¬ 
esting letters were sold singly, at prices ranging from two 
guineas to £10 15s. Among other lots of interest in the 
sale were signals used at the battle of Trafalgar, signed 
by Nelson, which sold for £6 6s. Letters of Sir David 
Wilkie, chiefly to Mr. Coppard and Mr. Macdonald, en¬ 
graver, sold for £7. Memoir of Mr. Henry Weber, seven 
pages, in the autograph of Sir Walter Scott, sold for £2 
5s. A signature of Judge Jeffreys, sold for £1 12s. A 
series of autographs of authors; bound, in nine vols., from 
the Upcott Collection, sold for £15 5s. 

-The drama in its decline! (says the Athmasum.)

-Sheer.— Observation and scientific experiment con¬ 
stantly confirm the fact, that the brain is nourished, or 
repaired during sleep. If, then, we have not sleep enough, 
the brain is not nourished, and, like everything else, when 
deprived of sufficient nourishment, withers and wastes 
away, until the power of sleep is lost, and the whole man 
dwindles to Skin and bone, or dies a maniac.
